JN the Month of Ottoher rjzy, being riding tst 
Bombay.*. Brightnefs ia the Heavens appear'd to a 
Right Line, for but very little to the Eaftward o f one) 
with Lyra ansd the Bright Star in the Eagle, being a- 
bout 50 diftant from the laftj and on Monday the 
yth following it had advanced 10 9 coward the EagU, 
moving towards it in the forementioneddiretfion, from 
the S.E. Quarter, I took the following Diftances be- 
tween 9 and 10 at Night, as in this Table.

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At firfl it looked only like one of the White Spots 
called the Magellanic Clouds, the Space filling the Field 
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of a Six-foot Glafs. Afterwards I faw the Head in the 
Center of the illuminated Space, which did not look 
with much Brightnefsj but appeared largeft on the 
icth of Ofloler, decreasing gradually both in its Bulk 
and Motion from that time until the z $th, at which 
time I could find no Appearance of it with the fore- 
mentioned Glafs. N. B. From the xotb to the 1.5th 
it had nearly the fame Place in the Heavens, feeming 
to move direclly from the Earth. Ottoler the 21//, 
1724, being at Gomroon in Perjia, the Moon entered 
into the dark Shadow or Umlra, of the Earth at n* 
33 ;/ paft 5 A.M. 
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
